Mordenn Coieeal fhenselves in the Executive Building and Shoot 
Tfcelr YictiBi as He Approached the Capitol Steps— 
plorable Culmination of Infamous and Per- 
sistent EfTorts to Incite Bloodshed.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 80.— WJlllatn 

Goebel waa shfjt iiiul very soriou.sly In- 
Jure^, shortly after 11 a. m. Tuesday, 
whUe paaaing through the Btatehouse 
yard on his way to thr Caiiiiot build- 
ing. Two sbotB were fired from a rifle, 
only one of them taking effect It 
Btruck Goebel in the right sldo. one- 
third of the distance down from the 
arm-pit to the hip. The ball passed 
entirely through the body, coming out 
below the right shoulder blade. It is 
not thought by the physicians In 
charge that the wound will prove fatal, 
unleai compUcatlofiB set In. 

Harlan Whittaker, a farmer from 
Butler county, Ky., Is under arrest, 
charged with having fired the shots, 
ftnt he denies that be had anything to 
do with it. Five revolver.s wcrfi found 
upon him wben be was taken into cus- 
tody. 

Mr. Goebel, In company with Colonel 
Jack Chinn and Warden Epbram LU- 
lard of the Frankfort penitentiary, 
was walking up the sidewalk leading 
from the street to the Capitol building, 
C^oebel being on the rl^t of the three. 
When ^e three men were tWO-tbirds 
of yie distance from the street to the 
capltol, a shot was flred from the third 
story of the b^Uding occupied by the 
ofleetf Of tho goreraior, lieutenant gov- 
ernor, secretary of state, and other 
leadlny^ offlclale of the state. The ball 
struck Mr.-Ooebel in the side, and he 
'"^*Vttlr drogped to the pavement. 
China and Llllard instantly seised 
iilm, Chlnn saying as he did so: "I 
guess they have got you, Goebel." 

"Yes." replied the wounded man. "1 
guess tbey have got me sure." 

WhUe Cblan was holding the wound- 
ed man, supporting his head In his 
arms, .four shots more were flred ai 
both men. All of tbem struck close, 
making the dust fly fr(«i the brick 
pavement. Both Chinn and Lillard 
stuck to their friend, neither of them 
moving from hla side until the firing 
ceased, when Lillard ran for bdp. He 
bad not far to go, for there is always 
a crowd around the gates of the Capital 
building. A crowd of men were around 
Mr. Oo«bQl in lene tfutn a minute, and 
bo was carried to tbo pSce of Dr. E. 
B. Hime in the basemant of the CapiUl 
botel. about 1,000 fast from the epot 
wb«Bt tlie ibooUpg Qccurr«d. 



I Dr. Hume made a superficial exam- 
ination of the wound which had, he de- 
I clared, penetrated the right lung. Mr. 
Goebel was llien liattily tai<en from the 
office oLDr. Hume to his own room on 
the second floor of the Capital hotel. 
Guards were stationed at the foot of 
every staircase leading to the second 
lloor, and noliody, not even the guests 
of the hotel, were allowed to pass. A 
more extended examination made by 
Dr. Hume and several other physi- 
cians who bad been called, resulted in 
the announcement that the wound was 
not necessarily fatal, and that the 
wounded man would in all probability 
recover. The ball, it was found, had 
Inflicted a wound which waa somewhat 
of a glancing nature, and had not gone 
through the lung in a direct Une. 

The house was In 'session when the 
BhootitiK occurred, and the senate was 
to have met In i:0 minutes. The Capi- 
tal Building was therefore flllrt with 
members of the legislature, and to say 
that excitement followed is putting it 
very mildly. From both halls men ran 
wildly down the steps without hats or 
coats, and one member cf the bouse 
came out carrying in bis band a bUl 
on which he had been arguing when 
the shooting occurred. 

Within three minutes after the 
shooting a line of men was thrown 
around the building from which the 
shots had come, with the Intention of 
preventing the escape of anybody from 
the structure. John W. Miles, an aged 
citiien of Frankfort, was standing at 
the foot of tbe stairway iM^i^f 'ro™ 
the first floor of tb« office building to 
the west, when a man, evidently a 
mountaineer, Cftme rushing down the 
steps. Miles instantly threw his arms 
around the man's body, holding him 
with all bis strength, culling loudly for 
help. It was cloee at hand, and no 
•scape was poaalbte for the prisoner, 
even bad he attefapt«d to nftko the 
effort. Men stood around him on ^very 
side with drawn revolvers in their 
hands, and the slightest aUempt at 
resistance would h,»|Ve resulted io bis 
insunt death. He aubmltted to gnreat 
very quietly. Ho gave his name as 
Harlan WhitUker. He was searched 
at once, and three large revolvers, all 
fully loaded, were taken from him- 
None of the cartridges had been ex- 
ploded, and there was no sign of any 
of the weapons having been in use. 



That the attempt to kill Mr. Goebei 
was deliberate admits of no doubt 
whatever, and the only wonder is that 
it ftiited, except for poor marksman 
ship. The window from which the 
shots were flred was raised about eight 
Inches from the bottom, and the man 
who flred at bim ba. a perfect rang* 
of not over 600 feet, with Ooebel's tall 
figure In a black overcoat In sharp re- 
lief against the white snow-covered 
ground behind him. Both Colonel 
Chinn and Warden L,illard declared 
that smokeless powder was used in the 
cartridges that were flred at Goebel. 

The Republican ofilcials acted with 
the greatest promptitude. Adjutant 
General Collier was sitting in bis office 
when the shots were flred. He was 
not over 300 feet from Goebel when he 
fell. He instantly rushed out of the 
building, and. being told that Goebel 
had been abot. he reaUxed that prompt 
steps must be taken to avoid the tur 
bulence which might easily follow the 
great excitement, which was increasing 
every minute. He at once telephoned 
to the armory on the bill, where, all 
during the gubernatorial contest, the 
local company of infantry had been 
held in reserve, and within 20 minutes 
the company, SO strong, under com 
mand of Captain Woleott, was drawn 
up In front of the Capitol grounds, and 
BO one was permitted to enter or leave. 
Troops Ordered Out. 

It is possible there will be more 
trouble between hot-headed partisan 
of both parties. As soon us it was 
noised around lliat Goebel had beeu 
shot members of the legislature made 
a wild rush for the telegraph offices 
and filed voluniiiMnis messages to tluir 
constituents, ar.d wiiliiu an hour re- 
plies bej^an to poui' iii, tlie ^;rneral run 
of them having out; teuor, which waa, 
"We aro earning." 

All the military sfvcni;fh of the state 
has been culled out and hurried lo 
Frankfort 

The Democrats are keeping exceed- 
ingly close watch over the person of 
J. C. W. Beckham, the contestant for 
the position of lieutenant governor. 
In the event of the death of Goebel, he 
is their only nope, and they declare, 
with earnestness, that if Goebel dies, 
there will be no governor but Beck- 
ham. 

There was talk on every side of plac- 
ing under arrest every man who waa 
in the building when the shots were 

fired, even inc luding Governor Ta> lor, 
though, of course, nobody believed lor 
a moment that he had any knowledge 
of the crime. He expressed himself 
Immediately after the shooting as be- 
ing extremely sorry that aacb a thing 
had happened. 

Assistant Secretary of State David- 
son said after the shooting: "There 
have been about 40 men, more or less, 
bleeping in the uppfr p.irt of the build- 
ing for nearly a week. They were al- 
lowed to spend the night there, and 
took their meals elsewhere. We do 
not know their names. We are more 
than anxifHis to If nd every possilde aid

With the Mobility of the Army.

Ty>ndon. Jan. 30.— Buller's danger is 
now forcing itaelf on the military ex- 
perts. A committee of national de 
fense has already taken it uj), and is 
gravely considering it. Lord Roberts 
himself has communicated his anxiety. 
It is said. He cabled the committee 
that until Duller and bis forces arrive 
safely from their present position to 
the .south of the Little Tugela river, 
they will be In imminent danger of 
having their communications cut. 

Lord Roberts has pointed out that 
Buller has with him an immense trans- 
port train, carrying his ammunition 
and supplies. This transport train in- 
terferes with the mo|9illty of bis army 

Bullor's main force is now about T. 
miles from its base at Frere and 
Chleveley. It Is between the Big Tu- 
gela river, over which it has retreated, 
and the Little Tugela river, over which 
it has to retreat in order to begin to 
the march to ita base. It will take 
days for Duller 's army to e«t back to 
its base. 

Meanwhile the Boers are a few miles 
away from that base in force ai Co 
Icnso. Last Tuesday they cro.ssed the 
rivei- tliere and made a reconnoissance 
of the Driiish camp, evidently with a 
view of ascertaining the strength of 
the force whicli Huller left behind to 
giuird his base ;ind van. The party 
that crossed came into contact with 
Buller's rear guard and killed several 
of the British. That reconnalssanc e 
indicated a purpose on the part of the 
Boers to cut Buller's communications 
oft. Shou]d they hurl an overwhelm- 
ing force over the Tugela and crush 
the British at Chleveley, they woul.l 
have Thitler in a trap. 

Milit:ii\v assoclati'S of (ieiK ral White 
are of the opinion that he will make 
a desperate attempt to break through 
the Boer lines and escape from Lady- 
smith: that though such a movement 
would cost a tremendous sairiflce of 
life, It would be preferable to surren- 
der to the Doers. The statement that 
Lord Roberts advised the abandon- 
ment of Ladystuith Is not . generally 
credited in Lon(i(jii, but In view of the 
fact that the supply of provisions will 
not hold out for more than a week 
longer, it Is not probable that any aid 
can he remlered to General White in- 
side of that time, and he will have but 
two courses open — surrender, or cut 
his way out. Several military experts 
in London are of the opinion that the 
British in Ktmlierley. at Modder river 
and on the Tugela will also be left to 
woriv nut tluir own salvation. 

The war office continues to hold back 
definite news in regard tq the casual- 
ties at Spion Kop resulting from Wed- 
nesday's battle, but reporta from vari- 
ous sources state that the British 
losses were even greater than indicated 
In the Boer dispatches of Sunday night. 
One report states that the British cas- 
ualties exceeded l.iiOO dead and 1,000 
WPunc'ed. In TifW of tbc large num- 
ber of offlcera reported kiUtid— twice 
as many af at ^agersfontein, and four 
times as many aa at Colenso— there Is 
reason to tear that the Boer report of 
the Britith lOMM wiU prove aoarly 
accurate.

She ex- 
horts the soldiery to renew Its exertion 
for the maintenance of the empire. The 
courage of the home and colonial 
forces are highly commended. She re- 
grets the famine in India, and says 
timfdy measures have been taken by 
thp government to relieve starvation 
and distress. Owing to the South Afri- 
can war, ahe aaka parliaaient aoC to 
shrink from any outlay of funds that 
may be necessary to carry it to a suc- 
cessful c^nicliision. 

The attendance of peers and of the 
public was not extraordinary. 

All snstlons of the Irish Natloaallsta 
were absent from the opening aeeslon, 
owing to their att«»ndance at a meeting. 
Messrs. Harrington and Redmond 
nrged that the time had eome to re- 
store unity in t!ie ranks of the parlia- 
mentary repret entitives of Irisli Na- 
tionalism.

Mr. Bacon, after discussing some 
preliminary points, said In part: "Un- 
der these resolutions. If adopted, the 
United States will do for the Philip- 
pines pia( tically tln' same as ihey have 
undertiiken to do for Cuba. To bold 
them a subject colony makes necea« 
sarily a revolution in our system of 
government, which should not be aid- 
ed by anyone who is loyal to tlie prin- 
ciples upon which that syste.-n Is 
founded. In the nature of things, there 
can be no Imperial republic. Under 
such a government the form of a re- 
public may be preserved, Ijiit under It 
the spirit of republicanism must die. 

"The Philippine Islands will be our 
weak spot, and that will be the point 
of attat-k by our enemies, Ijecauso it is 
the weak spot. If our navy, small as 
it Is, were in Atlantic waters, it could 
be depended upon in large meaaurf 
to defend our coasts. But with our 
army and navy in tho Philippines, and 
with our long seacoast tomparatlVQly 
undefended by fortiflcations, wl^at 1^ 
plight we would be in if we should be- 
come Involved in a war with a Euro- 
pean power. 

"To permanently retain the islands 
Will annually cost tho United ttatee 
more than $100,000,000. The large in- 
crease In the standing army will alone 
annually cost that, and that will by no 
nuMas be all the expenae. The pro- 
taaao that tho FhlUppiBoa gro aooaa- 
sary to our trade in thO OfiOBt la g 
delusion and a snare."
